Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitation "uniform film layer" is new matter. The origical specification supports "unifirm layer". 
Although, applicant points to paragraph 2 of the published application as supporting the "Film" of the uniform film layer now recited, it is 
noted that "solid gel film composition" is not support for "uniform film layer". Further the recitation of the "ubiform film layer"* requires 
further search and consideration. Also, the uniform film layer broadly reads on the surface of the toilet bar of the prior art. Applicant's 
definition of a film according to Webster's 9th new collegiate Dictionary is noted, l-iowever, the claims do not recite uniform film layer 
having a thiclcness of 15-mil. While applicant urges that the claimed device is dry before application to the skin, it is also noted that a 
toilet bar in some instances is dry before application to the skin. A toilet bar is dry and feels dry to the ordinary user. 
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
